Very little 
was saved from cither of the other 
two puildings, and the premises them 
selves were nothing but a pile of 
smoking ruins within an hour and a 
half.

trom both far and near. Farmers for 
many miles on the rural lines all tore 
into the village to render what as- 
sistance ‘they could. 

By the time this is read, though 
these tradesmen have valiantly shoul- 
aered their added burden and are a- 
gain in business. Mr Kelly has opened 
up in an improvised granary where 
for the time he carries on his hard 
ware until further arrangements a- 
bout re-building can be completed. 
The butcher shop is now going strong 
in the Imperial lumber yard, and the 
restaurant proprietor has taken over 
the dining room of the hotel which is 
again open for the use of all and 
sundry. 

The loss entailed is estimated at 
approximately $30,000 with possibly 
one half secured by insurance. Of 
the loss Mr Kelly will have to carry 
the greatest, his hardware stock be- 
ing very complete with. possibly a 
ioss of well over $20,000. The restaur 
ant premises were insured but no- 
thing was being carried on the stock 
there, while the Parcels business was 
under-insured and will also mean a 
heavy loss. 

Provincia] officials have been busy 
over the week end in investigating 
matters connected with the fire; and 
although it is thought by some that 
a possible firebug had been at work 
their is nothing which tends to that 
solution being the correct one. 

We understand that it is the inten 
tion of the victims of the fire to ar-

CROP REPORT GIVES 
ESTIMATE OF 10 BU. 


WHEAT GRADING TWO AND 
THREE NORTHERN; OAT 
YIELD SMALL 


Below will be found a brief synop- 
is of telegraphic reports received at 
the Head office of The Bank of Mon 
treal Crop Report points out that in 
the Prairie Provinces harvest opera 


tions are proceeding under ideal con 
ditions, with threshing becoming gen 
eral. The yield is slightly better than 
was expected, with fair grades. In 
Quebec Province warm weather and 
‘scattered light rains during the past 
sweek have benefited all crops; grain 
crops are reported from fair to good 
In Ontario threshing is general, with 
weather conditions excellent. Fall 
wheat has yielded from 30 to 35 bush 
els to the acre. In the Maritime Prov 
inces weather conditions of late have 
becn very favourable and the gon 
eral outlook for all crops is satis- 
factory. In British Columbia recent 
rains have been boneficial to all crops 
In Alberta. Western Area: 50 per 
cent of the wheat and 20 per cent of 
the oats have been cut. The latter is 
a very light crop. In the northern 
section actual wheat yields are rang 


the centre yields are very small and 
jin some cases will not return seed. In 
the southern section little thresh- 
ing has been done but the estimated 
average yield is 25 bushels and the 

grades 2 to 3 Northern. The sugar 
beet crop promises to be the largest 
yet harvetsed and the feed situation 
is satisfactory. Northeastern Area: 
Cutting is about 50 per cent complet 
ed but there has been practically no 
threhsing. The estimated yield is 10 
bushels grading 3 Northern. The oat 
yield is small. Southeastern Area 
Wheat is 75 per cent cut but little 
has been threshed. The estimated 
yield is about 10 bushels grading 2 
to 3 Northern.

OF WHEAT HIGH 


‘WINNIPEG+Protein content of the 
1929 wheat is averaging higher than 
usual, and Alberta is leading in that 
respect. 

The following statement on the 
m/;ting and baking qualities of the 
new crop wheat in Western Canada 
nas been issued by J. M. Pearen, 
chemist of the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Company. 

“The crop as a whole is much strog 
er than for the last few years. Re- 
sults of our protein tests to date are 
shown in comparison with averages 
of the past three years: 


Province. 1926 1927 1928 1929 
Manitoba .. - 11.4 11.2 12.3 13.8 
Saskatchewan .. 13.6 12.3 12.8 14.8 
Alberta .. - 15.5 11.8 12.0 152 


“These figures give an average of 
two per cent. higher protein on this 
crop than last year, which is a desir- 
able feature, especially from the view 
point of the banker.”

MUCH SAFER 


With the extension of gravelled 
highways \e problem of the reckless 
driver becomes insistent. Recogai- 
tion of this fact has already heen 
given by the R. M. C. P. authorities 


who have instituted patrols aloaz 
the highways to check dangerous 
driving. 

Legislation alone will not make 


motoring safe. The motorists them- 
selves must learn to drive safely. Vig 
Uance and a little common sense will 
go a long way toward improving the 
situation and making the 
smooth highway safe for all. 
Almost any speed is dangerous if 
the man behind the wheel is care- 
fess and inattentive to the job in 
hand. 7 
Even careful drivers are sometimes 
tempted to “see what she can do” 
when they strike a good clear road. 
But the careful driver becomes care- 
less when he relaxes Vigilance at the 
time he speeds up on an apparently 
clear road, because experience proves 
it is the unexpected that happens. Un 
observed loose gravel on the road 
may catch the wheels of his automo 
bile and land him and his passeng- 
ens in the ditch. Or a slight tum in 
the road may obscure the approach 
of another car travelling at : 


broad, 


speed. In either case he must be ready 
to act on the instant he observes the 
danger. If he has relaxed his vigil- 
ance the safety factor has been elim- 
inated and a serious accident may be 
inevitable. 

The intelligent driver imposes re- 
straints upon himself. He takes ad- 
vantage of the open road of course, 
but he is always aware that even up 
on the broad open highway it requir 
es a certain amount of space and time 
in which to pass another car and that | 
bis path may be blocked at any time 
by another automobile that suddenly 
stops, turns or comes out of an inter 
secting road. Consequently he pro-. 
ceeds at all times with due regards . 
for the possible, as well as the ob- | 
vicus danger. That is the essence of 
intelligent driving. The trouble is that 
so many motorists lack this essen-' 
tial intelligence.

IHANNA HOSPITAL 
NOW ENLARGED 


CELEBRATES TENTH BIRTHDAY 
BY OPENING BIG 
ADDITION 


(By Edna Kelis) 


" Just ten years after the launching 
of the municipal bospital compaign 
in Hanna, an extension 60 the original 
hospital built in 1921, will be formally 
opened on September 12th, by the 
Hon George Hoadley, minister of 
public health. 

The original hospital provided ac- 
commodation for 22 patients; the new 
w'ng increases the accommodation to 
54 beds and also provides more suit 
able quarters for the nunsing staff. 

In addition to providing facilities 
for the care of the sick during these 
years, the Hanna hospital has been 
a financial success. Since 1928, over 
$30,000 has been expended from gen 
eral revenue for new equipment, such 
as X-ray machines, fire protection, 
and operating room equipment. A sub 
hospital at Craigmyle has been furn 
ished at an outlay of approximately 
$8,000 and an accummulated surplus 
of $66,000 stands to the credit of the 
hoopital. Furthermore any opposition 
which originally met the idea in the 
rural districts has disappeared like 
snow before a chinook, and when the 
vote providing for the extension was 
taken last year, it carried by a large 
majority. 668 ratepayers voted for 
the exitension and 83 against. The in 
creased support came largely from 
the rural districts. 

The rooms in the Hanna hospital, 
which is a three story brick building 
with full basement, are sunny and im 
maculate. The wards are all private 
or semi-private. All the equipment 
found in an up-to-date hospital of 
its size is found in the Hanna in- 
stitution. 

The primary idea behind the Mun 
icipal Hospital Act was to provide 
for maternity cases, and the women 
oi Hanna district have not failed to 
take ‘advantage of their privilege. 
Few mow remain in their homes for 
confinement. More than 700 babies 
lave ‘been born in the hospital, and 
in one eventful twenty-four hours, 
aix lusty young Canadiatly firet ‘saw 
the light under the hospital roof. 

Although Hanna hospita) district, 
borders on the dry area, and the dis 
trict has had its ups and downs the 
people of Hanna are naturally proud 
of their hospital, Pointing to the hos- 
pital they say “If we can do this in 
the drouth area, what could be done 
under ideal conditions?

‘ries are containers of valuable miner 
‘als salts and vitamines it is easy to 

appreciate the fact that a well-stock 
ed preserve closet is a combination of 
a medicine chest, fuel storeroom and 
dessert closet. 
‘ . We cannot all own fur coats for 
“winter use but we can,supply inter 
nal body heat quickly through the 
‘medium of sugar,-candy, sweetened 
preserves and such foods. Internal 
| heat is much better than outside pro 
tection from cold as given by the fur 
coat and woolen sweater. Without in 
, ternal heat the costliest fur may 
leave us shivering. With sufficient in 
ternal heat it may not be necessary 
| So purchase summer fruits and 
| berries when they are fully ripened 
and obtainable at modcrate cost and 
can, perserve, or pickle them in sugar 
| as you sce fit When winter comes 
you will have on hand, sufficient fuel 
to carry you over until the balmy 
breezes of Spring arrive. 

Of course you may purchase much 
of the jam and jelly you use but with 
a home-pregerved supply on hand you 
will eat it more often and be preper 
ed at amy time for the company that 
always appreciates the peaches plums 
or berries that mother cans herself. 

The pound for pound recipe does 
not scem to be quitc as common to- 
day as it once was but as common 
, today as it once was but the threc 
parts sugar to four parts fruit recipe 
has taken its place with a vengeance 
Here are a few easily followed recip 
es which you mey use between now 
and late fall.

FLYING ACCIDENTS 
FEW THESE DAYS 


It is in the field of miscellaneous 
photographic,: “cotton. dusting, in- 
struction, etc.— that the great bulk 
of accidents occur. However, it can- 
not be declared offhand that the ac- 
cident rate in this group is greater 
than in scheduled flying for there are 
ro figures to the number of pilots en 
gaged, number of flights made or 
mileage flown to check against The 
record of 977 accidents in miscellan 
eous flying Jast year, with the loss of 
144 pilots and 202 passengers, there- 
fore does not indicate the extent, if 
any, to which this sort of flying is 
more hazardous. 

There is a very definite difference 
between scheduled operation of air- 
craft over fixed routes, and miscell- 
aneous flying, Clarence Young, Dir- 
ector of Aeronautics, Department of 
Commerce, points out. In the case of 
the former, the ability of the pilot is 
a known quantity—he can take care 
of himself in practically every; situa- 


tor; he is afforded every protection 
which can be devised to protect him 
both before the flight in the form of 
weather reports and during the trip 
in the form of beacons, radio reports 
of weather conditions ahead, inter- 
mediate landing fields for use in em 
ergencies, etc. 

The sufficiency of this type of op- 
eration is proven by the fact that 
more than 92 per cent of the sched 
uled flights were completed last year 
That means that trouble was encount 
ered in less than one in twelve flights 
and not always of course does the 
term ‘trouble’ mean accidents, It in- 
cludes, among other things, abandon 
ment of the flight because of weat- 
her conditions that cannot be sur- 
mounted, or a failure in equipment, 
which necessitates landing, which 
usually is accomplished safely.

WEIGHT AS A MEASURE OF 
HEALTH 

Anyone who has read about health 
will have noticed that a considerable 
amount of importance is attached to 
the question of weight. The doctor's 
cffice the health centre, the school, 
are furnished with weight scales, and 
part of the medical examination con 
siste in the weighing .of the person 
whio is being examined. 

The fact that a child weighs a cer 
tain number of pounds does not en-’ 
uble the doctor to classify that child 
as healthy or unhealthy. If, however 
the child is considerably under or 
over the average weight of children 
of the same age and height, this fact 
‘suggests that there may be something 
wrong which requires investigation 
The important point about the weight 
cf a chi is tbat there should be a 
regular gain in weight. This means 
that every child should be~ weighed 
regularly in order that it may be 
jearned whether or not there is a 
steady gain. Too much importance 
is not to be placed upon the differ 
ence between two consecutive weigh 
ings, and in order to have weights 
which may fairly be compared, it is 
pecessary that they be made at the 
same time each day and with the 
same amount of clothing. When there 
is loss of weight or when weight re- 
mains stationary, it means that there 
is something wring with the child’s 
manner of living. 

The reason may be insufficient or 
improper. food, it may be the eating 
of candy betweén meals, which pre- 
vents the child from being hungry 
et meal time, but the most common 
cause has nothing to do with food; 
it is due to lack of rest late bed-time 
ei uncomfortable bed, or an unventila 
ted bedroom. 

There are many points which affect 
the weight of the child, among which 
ere. inculded racial or family peculiar 
ilies, but the fact remains that the 
child who is free from physical de- 
tects and who lives a hygienic life 
gains regularly in weight. For these 
reasons, although no expecting too 
much from it, it is a wise thing for 
parents to have their child weighed 
regularly and also to sce that the 
school which he attends hag a weight 
scale. In this manner, it is poesible 
tot keep a check on the health pro- 
gress of their child.

CHEMIST AS BETECTIVE 
SOLVES MYSTERIES 
INVOLVING PU.SON 


Poisons and mystcrious deaths 
have been linked in the public mind 
since the dawn of history but mod- | 
crn chemical science has done much 
to rob such cases of their baffling as- 
pects. Along with the scientific de- 
tective the chemist is winning in- 
creased recognition in the war again- 
st crime. Police departments are in- 
sialling laboratories where such ap- 
perently trivial things as spots on 
clothing, weapons or money frequent 
ly provide the final evidence that may 
free or convict the accused, writes 
Paul D. Paddock in Popular Mechanic 
Magazine. 

“Mysteries? Yes, there are plenty 
of them in the chemical realm of po- 
lice ' investigations,’ says Dr.W. D. 
McNally, former coroner’s chemist 
ot Cook county, Illinios, and one of 
the best known experts on poisons in 
the country. “But the problem of 
finding the poison and indentifying it 
‘s a relatively simple process in chem 
istry. Witnesses may disagree but 
lest tubes in the hands of efficient 
men generally tell the same story. 
‘hat’s just one of the reasons why 
the chemical evidence in a case is re 
garded as so important. 

“Not long ago a suspect in a mur- 
der vase was about to be freed when 
a tiny spot was discovered on one of 
his shoestrings. Analysis showed 
that the spot was human blood, He 
ahd carefully washed all his clothing 
but had forgotten his shoestrings! A 
similar oversight led to the convic- 
tion of another man who had forgot 
ten to wash his shoes. Incriminating 
Ltood stains were found on the leath- 
er.

“Ohemists have positive means of 
identifying human blood from that of 
animals, although it is not possible 
to identify the blood of a specific per 
son. In the same way human hairs 
can be digtinguished from those of 
animals, but cannot always be identi 
tied as coming from a particular per- 
son. 

“Recognizing that soils have dif- 
Terent chemical and physical proper 
ties, detectives sought for incrimin- 
ating evidence in a recent murder by 
closely examining an automobile for 
traces of swamp mud like that in 
which the victim was found.

ed. He denied being there; but dust 
tound in his pockets, on chemical an- 
alysis, proved to be chalk such as is 
used on billiard cues, Like many oth 
er players he was in the habit 'of ‘put- 
ug his hands in his coat pocket after 
using the chalk, and the dust proved 
a clue against him.

The physical size 
uf an article is not of great moment 
to the chemist to whom tiny spots 
and flecks of dust are sometimes 
wonumental in their signifigance. 

“Im the field of poisons, the éhem- 
st has developed tests that reliably 
identify the 100 or more kinds com- 
monly used. Poison is a hazardous | 
‘ool for the slayer. Today, with pro-- 
per investigation, it is practically im '

frequently can be followed as plainly 


‘pussible to cover up a death by poison | 


as though it were written in stone al ; 
though the unfortunate victim may | 


have been buried for months.” 


During his seventeen years experi . 


ence as a coroner's chemist, Doctor 
McNally investigated and helped sol 
ve some 15,000 poison and other cases 
ut whish chemistry produced deciding 
evidence. He planned the present 
Cook Country chemical laboratory, 
one of the most completely equipped 
*n the country. Here, almost daily, 
important evidence relating to deaths 
under mysterious circumstances, is 
discovered by chemical methods. In. 
one corner of a room where special 
tests are made is o tragic collection 
of objects, each one of which might 
iell a dramatic story. A stained dag- 
ger, an old wheelbarrow, a flatiron, 
clcthing with spots, all awaiting the 
searching eye of science. 

“I was a university student when 
! first became inerested in poisons,” 
Doctor McNally said. “There had 
been a suicide. The late Proffesor 
Albert Prescott was called and, after 
a brief examination, he mamed the 
drug that had been used. Its charac- 
ieristic odor had made identification 
relatively. simple, he explained. I de- 
cided that I would like to be able 
to clear up such cases in as efficient 
a manner, so I began to study. I have 
sucountered many poison cases since 
since that time. In one , a woman 
aad used a drug to kill several hus- 
bands. She and her cousin had dispos 
ed of thirteen men in this manner. 
Their victims were supposed to have 
aied from natural causes. But I hap- 
pened to be called to attend one of 
chem. I detected a peculiar odor on 
che dying man’s breath. The Pres- 
‘ott instance came back to me and 
-he crime was .revealed. 

“A chemist detective . however, 
must never jump at the conclusion 
hat the drug he finds has caused the 
Jeath, and he must apply wide know 
cdge to the facts in each particular 
case. It’s one thing to find poison in 
i body; it’s an entirely different thing
